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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an apparatus for use in a treatment modality 
including an enlargement procedure and another procedure to be 
performed within a patient, classified in class 604, subclass 96.01 . 

II. Claims 15-21, drawn to an apparatus for the removal of objects from the 
biliary tree through the working channel of a duodenoscope, classified in 
class 604, subclass 22. 

III. Claims 22-26, drawn to apparatus for the diagnosis of objects in the 
biliary tree by means of contrast agent delivered from a source, classified 
in class 604, subclass 27. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have distinctive structural elements that are not capable of use 
together as claimed, and moreover, have different designs, modes of operations, and 
effects. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
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and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
